Hereafter renters of boxes at the 
postoffice mosfc'pay the rental at the 
beginning of each quarter instead of 
at the end as has been the custom for 
a good many years.

The men charged with being habit- 
ural drunkards by w ritten notices fur- 
nishedjto the saloon keepers and drug­ 
gists of the city,' the notice threaten­ 
ing arrest if any intoxicating liquors 
were sold to any of the men, held an 
indignation meeting on Saturday, so 
it is reported, and quite a mix-up is 
promised. 
The list furnished the sa­ 
loon keepers and druggists of the city 
contained twent}7-nine names of men 
residing in that city, who were ac­ 
cused of being habitual drunkards. 
The men met at a home of one of the 
men and drew up a list of men higher 
up in society than any of the men 
named on the list and in a.day or two 
willjnotifv the saloon keepers and drug­ 
gists of the city to refuse to sell in­ 
toxicating liquors. 
From an outsider’sjstand point of 
view, ttie situation is growing amus­ 
ing, but from’the view of one directly 
connected with the “ works” the out­ 
come is doubtful, extremely so. 
Threats of all kinds have been made 
and some of the* men charged with 
being habitual drunkards have even 
said they intend sueing the city for 
damages. 
Things are at a fever heat 
aud the turmoil haN not half begun. 
There will be a stir yet in old Shelby- 
viilo that will set tongues to wagging 
should the plans of the men accused 
of being habitual drunkards be car­ 
ried out.

Speaking of the meeting the In­ 
dianapolis Star says: “ With his lectnre 
on ‘The Power of an Ideal,’ James E. 
Watson, of 
Rushville, congressman 
from the Sixth district, held an audi­ 
ence of 1941 men, by actual count, in 
close attention yesterday afternoon at 
the second^of the “ Big Meetings” of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion in English’s'opera house.

Counterfeit Ten Dollar Note Be 


ing Circulated and It’s 


Hard to Distinguish 


The United States service announces 
thejdiscovery of an new counterfeit 
#10 “ Buffalo” United States note. 
This counterfeit is apparently a pho­ 
tolithographic production, printed on 
two pieces of paper with silk fiber 
distributed between them. 
The face 
of the note is grayish black. 
The 
numbering, seal and large (X) ten are 
of good color and workmanship. 
The 
check letter and plate number do not 
appear in the lower right-hand corn­ 
er. 
The back of the note is a dark 
bluish green. 
By itself this counterfeit is apt to 
deceive, but when handled with genu­ 
ine notes the marked difference in the 
color of the back should lead to its 
immediate detection.

Senator Beveridge Will Pre­ 


sent a Bill to This End 


In Congress. 


Richmond. Ind.. Nov. 19.— At a meet­ 
ing here Sunday of representatives of 
the Young Men’s Christian assoeia 
tions of Indiana and Ohio. Senator 
Albert J. Beveridge stated thai upon 
the opening day of the coming session 
of congress he intended to introduce 
a bill to make more rigid the pres­ 
ent meat inspection law. 
He said the child labor bill will 
jiroyLtLe that no railroad, steamship, 
steamboat or other carrier of inter­ 
state commerce shall transport or ac­ 
cept for transportation the product of 
any factory or mine that employs 
children under fourteen years of age. 
The bill, he said, would provide that 
every carrier of Interstate commerce 
shall require an affidavit from every 
factory or mine owner shipping its 
produce that it does not employ chil­ 
dren under fourteen years of age. the 
form of the affidavit to be prescribed 
by the department of commerce and 
labor or the interstate commerce com­ 
mission with heavy penalties, both 
civil and criminal, for violation of the 
law. 
The bill, if it becomes a law, 
he believed, will stop the practice of 
ruining future citizenship by working 
children of tender age in factories 
and mines. 
There is no other way. 
he said, to reach this growing evil. 
A federal statute cannot be passed 
directly controlling the factories and 
mines In the states 
That is the prov­ 
ince of the states 
But congress has 
absolute power over the railroads, 
boats, ships and other agencies of 
interstate commerce and unlimited 
powers under the constitution to pro­ 
vide that they shall not carry the 
products of factories and mines which 
employ children 
The hill to amend the meat inspec­ 
tion law will require the putting of the 
date of inspection on every can of 
meat product ami the packers to pay 
the cost of inspection 
Th« §e two 
provisions, he said, are demanded by 
the p e o p l e , and agitation for them will 
not cease until these provisions be­ 
come a part ot the law

Ralph Bankert Fell Thirty Feet 


While Making “Slide for 


Life” Yesterday 


Suffered Concussion 
of Brain 


Broken Wrists and Gash 


in the Forehead 


While making a “ slide for life“ at 
his home south of this city yesterday 
about oue o’clock, Ralph, the sixteen 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. S. K. 
Bankert, fell thirty feet from the top 
of a barn, and sustained injuries which 
may prove fatal. 
He had a wire stretched from the 
gable of the barn to a guy poet some 
distance away and had made several 
successful slides during the }iast week. 
Yesterday to prove hi* daring, in the 
presence of a few neighboring boys, he 
climbed to the top of the ham to re­ 
peat the feat.

wrist was broken in two places, a 
deep gash was'cut in hi* forehead, hi* 
hody bruised in many places, and it is 
thought the young lad ¡sustained in 
ternal injuries which mayfprovo fatal. 
He was^picked up for ¡dead and all 
day yesterday he remained in an un­ 
conscious 
condition, but today was 
partially conscious. 
Dr. Frank,Green, 
who attended him, cannot yet deter­ 
mine the exteut of his injuries, bot 
says he think* he will recover.

doctor says he has concussion of the 
brain. 
He raved at times yesterday 
and it required several persons to hold 
and quiet him. 
It seem* as if fate has marked the 
Bankert home with ill luck, for they 
have suffered many trials and tribula­ 
tions in the past year. 
Last summer 
the boy was riding a cow in a field, 
when he was thrown to the ground 
and suffered a broken^ollar bone. 
The readers of this paper are fa­ 
miliar with the billing of Norman 
Cook, by Ralph’s mother, Mrs. Anna 
Bankert. the self confessed slayer who 
has been tried twice and who is still 
under indictment for murder, but who 
contends it was done in self defens*.

ity for the monry intrusted to them. 
He figures that at least $25,000,000 
worth of these bonds would be re­ 
quired and there are not half that 
many in the state. 
Chairman Good­ 
rich is well informed on the subject 
and he intends to take a lead in ob­ 
tain a good law. 
Many bankers are 
opposed to the public depositories 
proposition for the reason that it will 
eliminate the graft of the “political 
banker" and further because they do 
not think there is any necessity for it 
Some of them are saying now that it 
will be impossible to devise a system 
under which the funds can be lent 
without 
favoritism, which must be 
avoided if tile present system is to 
be improved. 
At any rate, there does 
not seem to be any doubt that both 
parties will eventually unite on some 
public depositories measure. 


If there is a serious split between 
the governor and the men who man­ 
aged the Republican campaign it will 
be over any attempt he may make to 
line up the party’s representatives in 
behalf of the anti saloon league’s bill 
for an amendment to the Moore law 
to provide for county and city remon­ 
strances against applications for re­ 
tail liquor license. 
The governor, it 
is said, has made up his mind to rec­ 
ommend (^©.extension of the power of 
remonstrance to 
hies and counties 
and will dinettes the matter in his mes­ 
sage lo the legislature unless he is 
induced to cut it out. 
Barly leaders, 
however, take the ground that the 
temperance forces ought to be satis 
fled with the Moor© law, which has 
enabled them to drive feud reds of 
saloons out of business and lo confine 
the liquor traffic to the larger com 
triunities 
Statistics kept on file at 
the office of the* anti saloon league1 
show that dozens of small places are 
"going dry" under the application of 
the Moore law. 
Practically all of the 
party leaders on the Republican side 
favored the Moor© law two years ago 
on the ground that it was not un 
reasonable, but now they say that a 
county and city remonstrance plan 
is not a necessity and that the govern­ 
or and the anti-saloon league should 
not attempt to enact it. 


It was learned today from trust­ 
worthy sources that most of the pri­ 
vate bankers who attended the state 
bankers* meeting last week were con­ 
vinced that it would be folly for them 
to attempt to prevent the enactment 
of a law for state supervision of their 
institutions and that they will now 
turn in and help pass a law that will 
be fair to both side*. Their principal 
interest will be in bringing about a 
change in the method of taxing their 
property.

Rome, Nov, 19.—A bomb was ex­ 
ploded in St. Peters Sunday. The edi­ 
fice was crowded and an indescribable 
scene of confusion followed. 
There 
w'ere no fatalities. 
As soon as the 
echoes of the tremendous roar had 
ceased, a canon sought by reassuring 
words to quiet The people, but in vain. 
They fled in all directions and a num­ 
ber of women fainted. 
Women and 
children screamed and men tried to 
protect their families in the crush. 
The church is so large, however, that 
there was ample room for the crowd 
to scatter and no one was injured. 
No trace of the perpetrator of the 
deed has been found. 
Since Saint Anacletus. who was or­ 
dained by Peter himself, erected an 
oratory in 90 A. D., on the site of the 
present basilica to mark the spot 
where the remains of St. Peter are 
buried, no such dastardly occurrence 
is noted in the annals of the church. 
Sunday was the anniversary of the 
dedication of the basilica to St. Peter 
and it was beautifully decorated for 
th© occasion. 
Holy relics were ex­ 
posed and a large number of the faith­ 
ful attended the services. 
Cardinal 
Rampolla, formerly papal secretary of 
state, was among those present. 
He 
took part in the service in the choir 
chapel. 
The last mass had just been 
concluded 
when 
the 
explosion 
oc­ 
curred, and only one canon, who had 
not quite finished, remained at th© 
altar of St. Petronilla 
This altar is 
at the end of the right aisle, and it 
was near here that the bomb had been 
placed. 
As the canon turned to bless 
the communicants there was a tre­ 
mendous roar, which echoed through 
the lofty arches of the immense dome 
Uke a thunder clap 
At the same 
time a dense smoke spread through­ 
out this portion of the basilica and 
a strong odor of gunpowder filled the 
air. 
Confusion and panic at on< *e 
seized the people. 
The canon at the 
altar tried to stem the tide of fear. 
He shouted out: 
"Do not be afraid; 
It’s nothing, merely the noonday ©urn." 
His words, however, had little ef­ 
fect. 
They were refuted by smoke 
and a pungent smell of powder, and 
the people continued their headlong 
flight. 
Chairs were overthrown, mak­ 
ing the confusion more serious. 
Men 
and women fled, stumbling in all direc­ 
tions, the screams of children and 
cries of anguish were heard on all 
sides and for a few minutes it seemed 
as if nothing could obviate a grave 
disaster. 
The vast size of the church, 
however, gave room for the crowd to 
scatter and at the end of a few’ mo­ 
ments the people were surging toward 
the doors, excited and nervous, hut 
orderly. 
As soon as the smoke cleared away 
a hasty examination showed that no­ 
body had been hurt in the crush and 
that no one had been wounded by the 
explosion 
Calm 
was gradually re­ 
stored and people returned to view the 
extent of the damage 
It was discovered that the bomb had 
been placed under a scaffolding which 
had been erected to facilitate repairs 
to the roof. exactly over the celebrat­ 
ed tomb of (’lenient XIII., by Caonva 
When the first gendarmes reached the 
si>ot the scaffolding was found to he 
smouldering, hut this fire was easily 
extinguished. The tomb was found to 
be absolutely uninjured, and even the 
pavement shows scarcely any signs of 
the explosion. 
An examination of the 
1 ©mains of the bomb leads to the sup­ 
position. unless it was crudely pre 
pared on purpose to mislead, that It 
was manufac tured in the country and 
brought into Rome, It is believed that 
the bomb had a very long fuse in or­ 
der to enable the criminal to gain the 
piazza before the explosion. 
It has 
been impossible to trace him, and no 
one has any recollection of seeing a 
man who by his movements might 
have aroused suspicion.
